GOOD AND BAD LUCK. 


Fnfluence May Be Determined by 
the Law of Probabilities, 

A gteat deal of sophistry has beon 
wasted in vain attempts to prove that 
there is no such thing as nck, good or 
bad; that nothing happens by chance, 
ill results coming from some definite 
cause, Evon though the latter state- 
ment could be proved or should be ad- 
wnitted, it would not preclude the exist- 
peo of luck to the individual. 

That which oceurs, favorable or unfa- 
vorable to him, from any cause beyond 
bis control, is good luck, and there is no 
Houbt that: luck plays some part in the 
history of every one, but it is of much less 
importance than the idle or indifferent 
suppose. The individual may or may 
not take advantage of the fortuitous cir- 
cumstances or luck which he meets. 
That depends on himself, his abilities, 
his industry, his boldness, his character,

Moreover, as one cannot control 
luck, the important thing in life is to 
prepare oneself to meet it and turn it 
to some account. Those who lay too 
much stress upon luck seldom deserve 
grood fortune They are indolent, with 
out enterprise or zeal, and spend their 
time in complaining of their own hard 
luck or in envious consideration of the 
good luck of others. 

Lowell in one of his eSsays says that 
“duck may and often does haye some 
share in ephemeral snecesses, as ina 
gambler’s Winnings, spent as soon as 
got, but not in any lasting triumph 
over time.’’ It is of course conceivable 
that an ephemeral success, arising from 
luck, may lay the foundation for last- 
ing success due to hard labor and de- 
serving, but the rule is that unearned 
advantages cannot be held; the winner 
is not fitted by training and habits to 
hold fast to that which he has gained. 


| Cobden pictures the subject truly, so far 


as young men are concerned, when he 
says that “luck is ever waiting for 
something to turnup. Labor, with keen 
eyes and strong will, will turn up 


something.’’ The last sentence is one 
of great significance to the young. 
Much that is called luck is not really 
such, but follows deserving. Real luck 
is a mere matter of chance, upon which 
we can no more depend for a living or 
for advancement than upon the turn of 
a card, He who would command a good 
fortune must depend upon his own in- 
dustry and character. He may meet 
with hard fortune, it is true, but indus- 
try, zeal, honesty, will surely lift him 
out of it in the long run, and if not his 
fortune cannot be altogether bad when | 
he retains to the end his honor and in- 
dependence. The young may pe Opey 
recognize th it there is such a thing a 
luck, but they should place no depe a: 
ence on it, but think only of fitting 
themselves to make good use of it if it 
should come their way. The chan es 
which may come to every one and which 
are Wholly beyond control are innumer- 
able, but he who speculates upon them 
will lose as surely as the gambler, or, 
when he wins, shew a gambler’s reck- 
lessness in getting rid of his winnings.

A Rare Vegetable, 

In closing his ground the truffler is 
gnided by the time of year, the charac- 
} ter of the soil and his own judgment 
and experience, says a London journal.

Where fern and bracken grow, where 
furze is plentiful, where there are reeds 
and rushes, wherever the land is moist 
and sour, it is hopeless to expect truf- 
fles.

By far the greatest quantity 
are obtained under the shadow of beech 
trees, but very fine specimens are often 
found under the cedar, especially in ay 
enues and grounds where the land has 
been well trenched, The lime is another 
good tree for them, and so is the ever- 
green oak.

STORIES OF STORKS. 


A BIRD THAT DISPLAYS AN INTELLI- 
GENCE ALMOST HUMAN. 


Their Regular Annunl Visit to Strasburg. 
Meetings at Which the Storks Undoubt- 
Their Affairs Reach 


edly Discuss and 


Twenty years ago I resided at Stras 
burg, in the vicinity of the old Protes 
tant church called the Temple Neup. 
It was a structure built wholly of brick, 
fomowhat unsightly, very Jarge and 
sapped by an immense roof, ‘The church 
had no spire, and the choir, which was 


detached from the nave, at that time 
sheltered the municipal library. All 
that was since destroyed by the bom- 
bardment. 

Regularly every year, between the 


10th and 20th of August, all the storks 
of the city came toward evening to meet 
at the Temple Neup, They arrived from 
the neighboring chimneys, old and 
young, and placed themselves in a long 
row upon the comb of the roof. It was 
& curious scene to see all those big 
white birds, with their slender bills, 
mounted upon theirslender stilts. They 
flapped their wings, standing first on 
one and then on the other leg, while 
making that noise quite peculiar to 
storks called ‘‘clapper.’’ Some old ones 
were busily flying here and there, as if 
to give out the countersign. Messengers 
were dispatched to the stragglers to 
hasten their arrival, 

The meeting lasted at least one hour, 
after which each family retired to its 
nest, to return next evening at the same 
hour, Again the inspection was gone 
through by the elders and the counter- 
sign repeated, This parting review was 
renewed three or four times in succes 
sion, and one fine morning the Stras- 
burgers observed with regret that all 
the storks had vanished. 


The habit of annual migrations 
among storks is as old as the world. 
Pliny the Elder, who perished on the 


Herculaneum 
effect. In 
expresses 


day when Pompeii and 
disappeared, testifies to that 
his ‘‘History of Nature’ he 
himself as follows: 

“Whence come the storks, and whith 
er do they go? It isstillaproblem. No 
doubt they come from afar, the same us 
thecranes. The latter travel in the sum- 
mer, the storks in the winter. No one 
fails to come to the meeting unless sick 


or a prisoner, ‘They depart all at once, 
as if the day were fixed by law. No one 
ever saw them leave, although they 
| make no secret of their intentions. We 
observe soon cnough that they have 
come back, although no one saw them 
arrive. The arrival and departure inya- 


riably take place at night. 

What was suid of the storks 18 cen- 
turies agoisstillthe truth. These beasts 
are too intelligent to change their hab 
its. It is quite certain that their mig 
tions are concerted. The timeis decided 
upon and the place selected. The con- 
sultations do not transpire without dis- 
Everything is not harmonious 
The young, the inexperience a, 
want to remain a little longer. The old 
and wise, the veteran travelers, insist 
upon departure. They argue that the 
autumn rains beat down the insects, 
which then seek refuge in the ground, 
Thenceforth food becomes scarcer— we 
must seek milder climates.’’ But the 
way there immense. Distant moun 
tains, seas and deserts must be traversed, 
Winds are variable, and all kinds of 
perils must be affronted. However, the 
feobler ones take heart in thinking af 
the large number of their traveling com- 
panions and the pleasure basking in 
a Warmer sun, The day ot departure is 
fixed. 

Where do the storks go to spend the 
winter? In warmer latitudes, in Greece,

Equally proper was it that Mr. Thomas 
Emerson should be re-elected Superin- 
tendent of the Schools and Secretary of 
the Board, for he is in reality the motor 
that keeps the machinery moving and 
the intelligent head that regulates it. 

Thomas D. Hevey was elected Auditor, 
and the rules of last year were adopted.

Adams, and Charlie A. Jones were ap 
pointed a Committtee on Appropriations, 
The Secretary was authorized to pre- 
pare a School Directory as s on as the 
committees are appointed.

“The advantage of individual promo 
tion is that it is a proper and reason 
able provision for the advancement of 


those pupils whe are more gifted than 
their fellows, of those who are more} 
mature by reason of age. and those 


whose physical strength enables them to 


endure and accomplish more than the 
average pupil.”

NEW STAGE TRICKS, 


ILLUSIONS INVENTED AND WORKED 
BY SCENIC ARTISTS. 


Modern Thunder Apparatus and Moon and 


Sun Boxes—Ships That Tack and Seem 


to Be Drawing Nearer —Rainstorma That 


Are Easy When You Know How, 


Among the new contrivances in stage 
petting is an arrangement for lighting 
windows in houses painted on drops. 
The old way was to cut out the win- 
dows from the canvas in the scene and 
paint them on thin muslin, which was 
pasted over the holes. Then when dark- 
ness came on and the effect of lighted 
windows in the houses was needed a 
bunch light was placed behind the drop 
and shown through the transparent 
muslin. This, however, had the disad- 
vantage of lighting all the windows in 
all the houses at once, a happening 
which obviously would be very unreal. 
So Mr. Josef Physioc, the scenic artist 
of the Herald Square theater, got up a 


contrivance by which shutters, worked 
with a system of cords, were rigged 
behind each window. By pulling the 


cord the shutters in different parts of 
the scene fell down and allowed tie 
light to shine through. This gives the 
effect of a street being lit up naturally. 

“The wind machine now in use,’’ 
coutinued Mr. Physioc, ‘tis made much 
on the same style of the ordinary wind- 
lass, With the exception that the drum, 
instead of being solid, is made like a 
water wheel, over which is stretched a 
strong piece of ribbed silk, which is 
pulled tight or left loose according to 
the wished for effect. All that is neces- 
sary to get the right noise is to turn a

The rain effect is produced by & ma- 
chine about the shape of a cheesebox, 
the sides of which are wood and the 
face made of wire gauze. A handful of 
double shot is turned by a crank and the 
pease kept rattling around. 

The more simple and ordinary meth- 
od of making rain noise, Mr. Physioc 
explained, was to pour shot on the head 
of a bass drum, first one way and then 
the other, with a rotary motion. 

“Tt was only a few years ago,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘that to get these rain effects 
we used to rub the backs of the 
with the sandpaper and whistle 
moan.”’ 

There are several ways of making 
stage thunder. The newest way is to 
use « little cart with cog wheels and 
filled with stones. As this is pushed 
along, it gives the desired rumble and 
roar. The most popular way, however, 
is to rattle a piece of sheet iron, whica 
is hung in the first entranoe for that 
especial purpose in nearly all theaters. 
Still another way is to roll a cannon 
ball around the back of the stage and

A POLICE COMMISSION. 


A petition has been forwarded to 
the Legislature for a Police Commis- 
sion in Woburn. Senator Burns wag to 
have presented it yesterday or Wednes- 
lay, so reports said, and for aught we 
know did so. 

The true inwardness of the move- 
ment is the abolition of Woburn's 
present Board of Liquor License Com- 
missioners and to substitute for it 
another which shall transfer the power 
of appointing the members from the 
Mayor to the Governor, ‘The real 
object sought by the petitioners is too 
apparent to deceive anyone, aud its 
origin is a matter of general notoriety. 

But then Woburn is suffering for a 
Police Commission and must have ove 
regardless of expense. With 15,000 
inhabitants and 7 policeman it is not 


seen how she can do business much 
longer without State control. ‘To be 


sure Fall River had hard work to get 
one last year principally on the score 
that she was not big enough, but then 
Fall River isn’t Woburn. 

To a disinterested observer it looks 
as though a better scheme would be to 
clothe our present License Board with 
additional powers and give them full 
control over the rum traffic. At 
present the Board can only grant aud 
revoke licenses and have no authority 
to enforce the laws against the un 
licensed sale of intoxicating drinks. 
Had the law gone further and given 
them such necessary authority no one 
could have adduced any rational reason 
why a change would be uecessary o1 
advisable. If the Legislature will 
amend the act and clothe our Board 
with power to execute their decrees the 
idea of a commission to be appointed 
by the Governor would be the height ot 
absurdity. That is all that now needs 
to be done, 

The personnel of our present License 
Board cannot be improved. ‘The 
chances are that a Governor would 
muke appointments less worthy, from

THE COMMOM COUNCIL. 


If a vigorous push is made to abolish | 


the lower branch of the Woburn City 
Council, as is said to be seriously con- 
templated, it will probably go through, 
and if so, the success of the plan will 
furnish additional evidence 
which the people run whenever they 
surrender their self-government into the 
hands agents. ‘There can be no question 
but that a large majority of the voters 
in this city are opposed to the abolition 
of the Common Council. ‘They see in 
it a necessary check on the co-ordinate 
branches and a safeguard in the traus- 
action of public business. In nearly 
all governments, National, State and 
Municipal, the legislative brauch is 
divided into two bodies, the single body 
being a rare exception, and it is sug- 
gested that the people who have gone 
before were as wise in their day and 
generation as the people of the present 
time. 

But the voters in this city who oppose 
the abolition of the Common Council, 
although in a majority, are powerless 


to prevent the legislation, hence we say | 


it is not impossible that the scheme may 
go through. It will be narrowly watched 
however, and its progress in the Legis- 
lature will doubtless be strenuously op- 
posed, 


BY THE PEOPLE, 

One city of the second class in this 
State is about to ask the Legislature for 
authority to elect its Collector, ‘Treas- 
urer and Clerk by ballot of the people. 
Some others, if we have not been mis- 
informed, are considering the advis- 
ability of such a step with a strong 
probability of taking it. 

Sound reasons are not wanting to 
sustain the proposition that these offi- 
cers, and perhaps some others, should 
be elected by the voters of the city in- 
stead of the City Council. It is gen- 
erally conceded that the farther the 
office-creating power is removed from 
the hands of the people just so much 
less is felt the responsibility to them, 
and to the extent that that respeonsi- 
bility is lessened is the public danger 
increased. 

As Mayor Allen is contemplating an 
early move towards a recast of the 
Woburn City Charter would it not be 
wise in him to consider this subject of 
electing the City Treasurer, Collector 
and Clerk by the people instead of the 
Council?

This man, who never quailed, felt 
acutely every shot and shell which 
passed near him, but the only outward 
effect Was to make him throw up his 
head and square his shoulders, yet his 
nervous system was #0 highly steung 
that even a flesh wound became danger 
ous in his case, In 1851, while crossing 
the Nubian desert from Korosko to Abu 
Hamed, where Colonel Stowart and his 
companions, sent down by Colonel Gor 
don, were treacherously slain in 1884, 
Peel dismounted from his camel to givi 
water from his store toa dying bird, 
To this tender hearted man it appeared 
that our blue jackets should be encour 
aged to stand up to their guns like men, 
and he asked four of us—two Diamond's 
and two Queen'’s—to set the example in 
the battery by always walking erect and 
without undue haste. 

Next day he, to my knowledge, al 
though I did not see it, gave us a grand 
example. A shell weighing 42 pounds 
came through the parapet and rolled 
1] into the center of a small group of men, 
who threw themselves flat on the 
ground, which would not, however, have 
saved those nearest, for there were sev 
eral boxes of powder on the ground, then 
being passed into the magazine. Peel, 
stooping down, lifted the shell, and, 
resting it on his breast, carried it back 
to the parapet, and, stepping on to the 
banquette, rolled the shell over the supe 
rior crest, on which it immediately 
burst. 

Tho following day I had been re 
lieved and was eating my ration—salt 
pork and biscuit—on one side of a gun 
when ashell burst on the top of the 
magazine on the other side of the gun 
It created some trepidation, although 
the danger of the powder exploding was 
remote, unless another shell fell on the 
roof. The officer excitedly shouted t: 
the senior lieutenant, ‘Shell burst in 
the magazine, sir!’’ Now, Ridge, first 
lieutenant her majesty's ship Diamond, 
Was as brave as he was efficient and re 
sponded without concern, ‘‘Aye, Aye, put 
it out!’ but the shouts were repeated, 
and I was eventually obliged to abandon 
my dinner to stamp out the burning 
bags and fill up the crater made by thi 
explosion. 

While so engaged I felt some one 
alongside, helping me, but did not look 
up, for, with shells striking the parapet 
on either side, the position was not one 
in which I was inclined to linger, and 
thus did not notice it was Captain Peel 
till the work was done, when he ordered 
me down. This was the beginning of a 
friendship which lasted till his death at 
Lucknow in 1858,

Cover or Adorn the Hands, 

Barefooted boys and hens forma curi- 
ous partnership in the making of a pair 
of fine gloves 

They work together in preparing the 
skins for the hands of the fashionable 
woman who rushes to the stores every 
time a new shade of glove is announced. 

Thousands of dozeus of hens’ eggs are 
used in curing the hides, and thousands 
of boys are employed to work the skins 
in clear water by treading on them for 
several hours. 

When a woman buys a pair of gloves, 
she speaks of her purchase as ‘‘kids.’’ 
If the clerk who sold her the ‘‘kid”’

iTS STORY AS TOLD BY THE OLD CALI- 
FORNIA MINER. 


The Two Contractors Who Refused to 


Heed a Timely Warning —Fifteen VYoars 
After a Blast Released a Pair of Grin 


ning Skeletons, 


In Butte county there is a quartz 
mine Which has been 
many years. Only the oldest residents 
of the vicinity remember the names of 
the locators, and scarcely a trace of the 
shaft and buildings remains. The ledge 
was discovered away back in the early 
days, When quartz first attracted the 
notice of prospectors; When many worth 
less ledges were worked because the 
miners had not yet learned how to read 
the value of such ore by the minerals in 
b, its location, dip and contact with 
other formations.

This was just what occurred 
at the Sunset mine, The two men in 
the tunnel had almost finished their 
vontract and were ‘‘squaring up the 
face’’ of the tunnel when one of 
men employed on the surface was low 
ered rapidly, ran to them and told them 
to leave the mine instantly because the 
shaft was closing in. 

Why the men refused, in the face of 
a certain horrible death, to 
warniny, is a mystery.

And there on a heap 
of rock, leaning against the walls, were 
two grinning skeletons, The bones of 
the dead contractors who had sat there 
grinning at their fate and for 15 years 
patiently waiting to be found were re 
moved from the mine and given decent 
burial. The mine was again abandoned 
and will probably never be again open 
ed.—Say Francisco Chronicle.

MAKING TURPENTINE | 


AN EXTENSIVE INDUSTRY IN CERTAIN 
SOUTHERN STATES. 


How the Trees Are Tapped and the Res- 
Departments and 
the 


fnous Gum Gathered 
Divisions In the Work All 
Keen Eye of the “Rider.” 


Under 


Dialect writers find a fruitful field | 
among the ‘'Tar Heels’ of the Carolinas, 
Alabama and In the 
depths of the turpentine woods, with the 
gashed trees yielding up their resinous 
gum, the balmy air and the picturesque 
“‘hackers,’’ ‘‘dippers’’ and ‘‘scrapers,’’ 
with the ever vigilant ‘‘rider’’ watch- 
ing everything, is a phase in southern 
life which has long been the delight of | 
authors and the pleasure of artists. The 
crudity of the implements and the stills 
used in making turpentine and rosin 
lend additional interest to this old in 
dustry, and the gypsylike habits of the 
turpentine makers add to their ragged, 
illiterate charms. 

Turpentine is the distilled gum of the 
| pine trees of North and South Carolina, 
Alabama, Georgia and part of Florida. 
The season begins when the first spring 
| Sap rises and ends when cold weather 
checks the flow of the tree's blood. In 


Georgia, cool 


January or February the ‘backer,’’ 
| With his keen bladed ax, begins the 
| round which ends with the season. He 


is the expert of the woods and knows his 
trees and just how much hacking they | 
will stand. His task is to cut the 
‘boxes’? in which the thick gum of the 
wounded tree will collect. A box is a 
| wide incision about six inches deep, a 
| wedge shaped cutin the tree, and he 
hacks from 90 to 100 boxes a day. The 
first boxes are cut near the roots of the 
tree, and they are cut as close together 
| to the height of a man’s head as can be 
done without killing the pine. The 
hacker leaves a width of bark Lo ween 
each box so as to preserve the vitality of 
the tree. When the trees are leased to 
the turpentine makers, the terms of the 
lease limit the number of boxes to each 
| tree, but when it is desired to work the 
| pine to the fullest extent the gashes are 
| carried up to a height of 20 feet or more, 
After the hacker comes the man who 
“corners’’ the boxes. This ‘‘corner’’ 
acut in the top of the box to guide the 
sap into the cavities left for the gum, 
and the man who ‘tworks’’ the ‘‘crop”’ 
goes syst matically from box to box, 
starting the sap anew with fresh inci- 
sions, Working in this way 10,000 boxes 
| during the sé n. The sap or gum fi 
the boxes with a clear, sticky, thick 
} fluid, and this is removed by the ‘‘dip- 
} per.’ Scattered through the woods are 
| barrels in which the ‘‘dipper’’ deposits 
| the gum, which then hauled to the 
still, Abouta quart of sap is taken from 
each box by menns of the trowel shaped 

} scoop used by the dipper, and then the 
hacker comes along and starts the flow 
afresh by wounding the tree again. The 

} turpentine maker watches his men close-

horseback examining the crop, hurrying 
the dippers and hackers and sending the 
barreled gum to the still. 

The first or ‘‘virgin'’ sap which flows 
in the spring makes the best rosin, and 
the poorest is the product of the harden 
ed gum which is left on the sides of the 


boxes When the sap ‘'turns down’? in 
the fall. This is removed by the 
“scraper,’’ who moves through the 


woods with his scraping tool, gathering 
the leavings. 

The still is a large copper vat hooded 
with a close fitting cover in which is a 
fannel which in turn is connected with 
the ‘worm’ of the This worm 
runs down into another vat near at 
hand, and in this vat the fumes or vapor 
of the heated gum is distilled into tur 
pentine. Fire under the copper vat heats 
the gum, and the volatile parts rise to 
the funnel, pass into the still and are 
condensed by the water in the nd 
vat into spirits of turpentine, The resid 
uum left in the vat is the rosin. of 
commerce, Which is passed through a 
suries of strainers and sieves to the baa 
rels, Which are made on the spot. The 
turpentine, however, cannot be barreled 
so easily, for it will work through an 
ordinary barrel, It is placed in white 
pine barrels which have been coated in 
side with several coats of strong, hot 
glue until the barrel impervious to 
tho subtle fluid. 

The trees are worked for five or six 
seasons, and then the turpentine maker 
moves to another part of the woods, He 
started in North Carolina, crossed over 
to Sonth Carolina and is still moving 
toward the gulf. Forest fires destroy the 
pines faster than the hacker does, tor 
tho flames sweep over large areas before 
they die out. Careful owners of turpen 
tine woods have the pine straw 
fallen underbrush raked away from their 
trees before the season begins, and col 
lecting this material in some sate spot 
wait for a qniet day when no wind will 
| cool the wet finger, and then they barn 
| the rakings, 

Neyroes are common laborers of the 
turpentine woods, but white men are 
| plentiful They live in rough shantios 
In the woods, with the stables for the 
mules and near at hand, No 
work is more healthful than turpentine 
making, for it is doors in the 
| depths of the balmy, health giving pines, 
| free from the malaria of the swamps 
| and from sudden changes of weather, -

A queen bee is essential to the colony. 
She is readily picked out, but by a close 
observer by her great length, She lives 
generally for about five years, but her 
term of life varies in different individ 
uals from two to five or six and in rare 
instances even to seven years. A queen 
is fed with the daintiest and best all 
through her cmbryo stage, and when

one or two more are, pretty soon after-

First Parish Committee Report. 


‘Tast week the JournNAL printed an official 
statement of the business condition of the 
| First Parish of Woburn, together with the 
j officers chosen at the last annual meeting 
| for 1895, und also w report of the annual 
retinal meeting. The report of the Parish 
Committee was full and interesting. From 

Jit we cull for publication the following well 
| merited tribute to the worth of Rev. Dr. 
March, the late pastor: 

“Dr. March was first called to the pas 
torate of this church in 1856. He was then 
40 years of age, had gained valued ex- 
| perience in Christian work, and was a man 
jof ripe scholarship, eloquent in the presen 
} tation of trath, and devoted to the Lord's 

service. At the close of his first sermon in 
Woburn—thirty-eight years ago—the hearts 
| of the people were his, and their invitation 
| to the office of pastor was both hearty and 
| unanimotts, 

“Inthe marked revival of 1857-8 many 
were added to the church membership 
The house of worship, afterwards sold to 
and now occupied by the Unitarian Society, 

| became altogether too small for the accom- 
| modation of the First Congregational chuareh 
and it was during Dr, March's pastorate 
that the lot of land was purchased upon 
| which was erected the noble structure where 
we meet tonight, the same being dedicated 
to the worship of God in October, 1860 

“In 1862, Dr. March received a call from 
a Presbyterian church in Philadelphia, and 
felt inclined to accept it on account of the 
j}hope entertained that the health of his 
| beloved invalid daughter might be improved 
by a climate less severe than thatof New 
England, There were many expressions of 
sincere regret on account of the removal of 
our esteemed and respected pastor, 

“The house of worship with the land had 
been obtained at a cost of 860,000, One. 
third of this amount had been secured at 
the time of dedication. The sum of $40,000 
remained unpaid, The dreadful civil war 
}was upon us, and doubt and fear were 
abroad inthe land. In this crisis the strong 
men of the parish felt that with Dr. March 
atthe helm all would be well, but without 
}him who could tell whether the danger- 
breakers could be passed in safety! 

“Notwithstanding the peril, discourage- 
ment did not take possession of the hearts 
of the people belonging to this ancient 
parish; they trusted in the great Head of 
the church to send them a@ pilot to direct 
them safely into the still waters of peace 
and prosperity. 

“Dr. March was dismissed in February 
) 1862, and in October of the same year Rey 
J. C. Bodwell, D. D, of Framingham, 
} accepted a call trom this church and parish 
and became their pastor, and, although hie 
| pastorate only extended from Noy, 1862, to 
Sept. 1866, it was during that time that the 

great debt of 840,000 was cancelled, and 

| there Was much rejoycing on account of ites 
removal. Rev. So RR. Dennen, D. D, was 
} the successor of Dr, Bodwell and Rev, H 
S. Kelsey succeeded Dr. Dennen, Upon 
the resignation of Mr, Kelsey in 1876, Dr. 
March, who had never been forgotten by 
the people of Woburn (for he was always 
gladly received when coming here to take 
| part in any service of the church which still 
regarded him as one of its most cherished 
friends) was recalled to lis former charge, 
over which he has presided with marked 
ability and suecess until now, a period of 
nearly ZO years being covered by the two 
pastorates, 

“Your committee would gladly say more 
in their annual reporte-they could hardly 
aay less in referring to the resignation of 
our respected and beloved pastor to whow 
the church is so deeply indebted,”

eel AN ACT 


To establish a Board of Police for the City 
of Woburn, 


Be it enacted, etc., 

Section 1, The Governor, with the 
advice and consent of the Council, shall 
appoint from the two principal political 
yarties, three legal voters of the city of 
Voburn who shall have been residents 
therein two years immediately preceding 
the date of their appointment, who shal 
constitute a Board of Police for said 
city, and who shall be sworn before 
entering upon the duties of their office. 
One member of said Board shall be 
designated by the Governor as Chair- 
man, and two shall constitute a quorum, 
Their terms of otlice shall be so arranged 
and designated at the time of appoint- 
ment that the term of one member shall 
expire on the first Monday of June in 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
six, One on the first Monday of Jane in 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
seven, and one on the first Monday of 
June in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-eight. The full term of office, 
after these dates, shall be three years, 
and all vacancies occurring after the 
passage of this act shall be filled by the 
Governor with the advice and consent | 
of the Council.

Commentary by the Rev, D. M, 


1, “Atthe same time came the disciples 
unto Jesus, saying, Who is the greatest 
fn the kingdom of heaven?’' After the 
transfiguration Jesus cast a demon out of 
a child, foretold again His death and resur 
rection and wrought a miracle to pay the 
tribute money for Himself and Peter, 
Then follow the incidents of today's les 
son. ‘This was not the only time that the 
12 or a portion of them talked of greatness 
in the kingdom. 

2. ‘*And Jesus called a little child unto 
Him and sat him in the midst of them.” 
The little child was not afraid to come to 
astranger. ‘There must have been some- 
thing winsome about Jesus that drew the 
children and the simple minded. How 
could it be otherwise? Object lesson teach 
ing is the very oldest kind, for God began 
to teach this in the garden of Eden by the 
tree of life, the cherubim, the sword and 
the coats of skins 

8. “And said, Verily I say unto you 
except ye be converted and become as Iit- 
tle children ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven."’ The first thing is 
not position in the kingdom, but the quali- 
fication to enter the kingdom, and there- 
fore the Lord said to Nicodemus that even 
he, good, moral, religious man, must be 
born from aboye, born of water and the 
Spirit,ere he could see or enter the kingdom 
of God (John iil, 8, 5). 

4. ‘*'Whosoever, therefore, shall humble 
himself as this little child, the same is 
greatest inthe kingdom of heaven."’ The 
child came when called and yielded itself 
to Jesus for His pleasure without saying, 
I won't! or, What for! or, What will you 
give me? It had no requests nor prefer 
ments, but was content to be in Jesus’ 
hands and dealt with as He might please. 
Happy child! Let us be like him—just to 
let thy Father do what He will, just to 
know that He is true and be still. 

5. *‘And whoso shall receive one such 
little child in My name receiveth me,’ 
As soon as we come to Jesus and in sim- 
plicity receive Him we become children of 
God (John i, 12) and members of the body 
of Christ (Eph. v, 80). It is as if He said 
to the Father concerning each one, “ Re- 
ceivo him as Myself, andif he oweth aught 
put that to my account’' (Phil, 17, 18). 

6. ** But whoso shall offend one of these 
little ones which believe in Me it were 
better for him that a millstone were hanged 
about his neck, and that he were drowned 
in the depthof the sea.’’ As truly as Jesus 
appreciates and will reward every good 
thing done to His redeemed, so surely will 
He punish every evil thing done to them 
(Math. xxv, 45) or every good left undone, 

7. “Woe unto the world because of of- 
fenses, for it must needs be that offenses 
come, but woe to that man by whom the 
offense cometh.'’ ‘There are stumbling 
blocks, many, both in the church and out 
of it, and there are many temptations to be 
offended, but Jesus said elsewhere that 
though we should be put out of the syna 
gogue or even slain for His sake we must 
not be offended (John xvi, 1, 2) It isa 
privilege to suffer with Him and for His 
Bake 

8. ‘‘Wherefore if thy hand or thy foot 
offend thee, cut them off and cast them 
from thee. Itis better for thee to enter 
into life halt or maimed rather than hay 
ing two hands or two feet to be cast into 
everlasting fire.’’ There is fire, and itis as 
everlasting as life. It was prepared for 
the devil and his angels (Math. xxv, 41), 
but whosoever does not have his name in 
the book of life shall be cast therein (Rey. 
xx, 15; xxi, 5) 


9. ‘And if thine eye offend thee pluck 
it out and cast it from thee. It is better 
for thee to enter into life with one eye 


rather than, having two eyes, to be cast 
into hell fire."’ The Lord Jesus who made 
these bodies and knows better than any 
one else the importance of cach member 
says plainly that, if the losing of a hand 
or a foot or an eye could be the means of 
causing us to escape hell fire, it would be 
better far to lose that member than to keep 
it and let it lead us into hell fire, where 
the worm dieth not and the fire is not 
quenched (Mark ix, 42-48). 

10, **Take heed that ye despise not one 
of these little ones, for I say unto you that 
{n heaven their angels do always behold 
the face of my Father, which is in heaven,”’ 
However poor and unlearned may be the 
messenger who shall warn you to flee from 
the wrath to come, despise him not. His 
guardian angels are in constant commu 
nion with heaven (Heb. i, 15), and if 
we despise the messenger we despise the 
Lord Jesus, Whom he represents (Luke x, 
16) 

11. ‘'Forthe Son of Man is come to save 
that which was lost.’’ The Lord Jesus 
would not haye come from heaven and suf 
fered for our sins if we could haye been 
saved without Him, but knowing the re- 
alities of hell and theawful torment awalt 
dng the lost He endured all things which 
He suffered to saye the lost. The sailor 
boy had more of His spirit than many 
have today when he would not be shut up, 
but kept at the people till they were com 
pelled by God's spirit to listen, 

12. ‘‘How think ye? If aman have an 
Sundred sheep, and one of them be gone 
astray, doth he not leave the ninety and 
Hine and goeth into the mountains and 
seekoth that which is gone astray?’ 
ng astray is more serious business in tho 
Lord's eyes than in ours, 

18. *'And, if so be thathe find it, verily 
[say unto you he rejoiceth more of that 
jheep than of the ninety and nine which 
went not astray.’’ How can we who have 
oeen led to receive Jesus realize more fully 
what we have been saved from and the 
vost of our salvation, that so we may be 
more truly grateful to Him who has saved 
as and deyote ourselves more fully to Him 
jhat through us He may save others’ Let 
as earnestly ask Him to bo more filled with 
His spirit to this end, and as we read of 
ihe torments of the finally impenitent bi 
deve that God means what He says; then 
tirely we shall greatly rejoice over one 
Dul saved, 


14, *Kven so 16 is not the will of your 
Father which ts in heaven that one of 
ihese little onos should perish.’’ It is 


plainly written that ‘God is not willing 
that any should perish, but thatall should 
vomne to repentance’ (11 Pet. ill, 9). In 
Kzek, xxxiii, 11, it is written, ‘As I live,

SAVED HER SLIPPERS. 


A Rit of Hitherto Unpublished History of 
the War of 1812, 

This isa chapter of semiofficial, semi- 
domestic history, and it is vouched for 
by a granddaughter of the hero's fam- 
ily line, a Chicagoan who now lives on 
Dearborn avenue. 

Prominent in Mr. Madison's cabinet 
sat, fourscore years ago, Secretary of 
the Navy Jones, the son of uw famous 
shipbuilder, a man gallant not only in 
spirit, but in dresé and manner. His 
fitness for his office is attested by the 
naval histories of the war of 1812, But 
tho suecessful secretary had moro wit 
than hair, and a wig was a sine qua 
non of his political and social life. All 
went well with this adornment until 
the luckless August day in 1814 when 
the British marched from Bladensburg 
upon Washington. 

It will be remembered that President 
Madison and his cabinet stood not upon 
the order of their going on that occa: 
sion, but went at once—to a very re 
tired summer resort. Every one knows 
how Lady ‘‘Dolly’’ remained behind 
long enough to save some valuable 
White House portraits from having their 
ayes put out by English bayonets, but 
few have heard how collected Mrs, Sec: 
retary Jones was in this national crisis. 

Presence of mind is said to be promot: 
ed by absenco of body. This lady dis- 
played in the face of danger presence of 
both mind and body. As the secretary 
emerged from his doorway, his hands 
full of such family valuables as his agi- 
tated condition had allowed him to col- 
lect, Mrs. Jones confronted him with 
the appalling words: 

“My dear, you have forgotten my 
slippers. You must go back and get 
them.’’ 

General Ross was almost at his door 
bringing imprisonment or death, but the 
unhappy man turned back to hunt the 
slippers, Which, it is only fair to Mrs. 
Jones to add, were adorned with dia- 
mond buckles. In his headlong quest for 
these treasures—which he secured—his 
wig dropped off in a dark corner, and 
he did not dare to take time to hunt for 
it nor to attempt the purchase of an- 
other, The shorn appearance of the sec- 
retary, hitherto faultless in all appoint- 
ments of dress, is said to have very much 
lessened the melancholy of the cabinet 
journey. It is further asserted that dur- 
ing the time of retirement, no matter 
how depressed any member of the presi- 
dential party felt over public and pri- 
vate woos, if he but glanced at Secretary 
Jones peal upon peal of irresistible 
langhter was sure to follow and that the 
despoiled Adonis cordially joined in 
these bursts of merriment.—Chicago

THE NUMBER THREE. 


Some Curious Superstitions Regarding It 
In the Popular Mind, 

There is asuperstitious regard for the 
number three in the popular mind, and 
the third repetition of anything is gen- 
erally looked upon as a crisis, Thus an 
article may twice be lost and recovered, 


but the third time that it is lost it is 
gone for good. Twice a man may pass 
through some great danger in safety, 


but the third time he loses his life. If, 
however, the mystic third can be suc- 
cessfully passed, all is well. Three was 
salled by Pythagoras the perfect num- 
ber, and we frequently find its use sym- 
bolical of Deity. Thus we might men- 
tion the trident of Neptune, the three 
forked lightning of Jove and three head- 
ed dog of Pluto. The idea of trinity is 
not confined to Christianity, but oc- 
curs in several religions. 

In mythology also we find three fates, 
three furies and three graces, and, com- 
ing nearer to our own times, Shake- 
speare introduces his three witches. In 
public honse signs three seems to play 
an important part, for we frequently 
meet with ‘Three Cups,’’ ‘‘Three Jolly 
Sailors, ’’ ‘‘Three Bells, ’’ **Three'Tuns,"’ 
“Three Feathers’’—in fact, the number 
of almost anything of which a fertile 
imagination can conceive a trio. In 
nursery rhymes and tales this number 
is not unknown, and if we look back to 
the days of our childhood most of us 
will call to mind the three wise men of 
Gotham who took a sea voyage ina 
bowl, not to mention the three blind 
mice that had their tails cut off by the 
farmer’s wife. Perhaps there is some 
occult power in the number which gov- 
erns the division of novels into three 
volumes and induces doctors to order 
their medicine to be taken thrice daily. 
It is said that some tribes of savages 
cannot count beyond three. But, al- 
though they may have no words to ex- 
press higher numbers, perhaps we should 
be scarcely justified in assuminy that 
they are incapable of appreciating the 
value of the latter.—New York Advyer- 
tiser.

In view of these circumstances, it ts 
the purpose of the present article to give 
kome facts regarding the time between the 
final action of the General Court last June, 
laying over the matter until 1895, and 
the present time, together with some par- 
ticulars of the proposed new bill. 


Personal Visita to Norway, 


It is an indication how deeply this sub- 
ject lies on the heart of earnest leaders in 
reform movements that Dr. Philip 8. 
Moxom, lately of Boston, now of Spring: 
fleld, and Rey, D. N. Beach of Cambridya 
undertook on this account a personal visit 
to Norway last summer, ‘Choy had both 
beon deeply interestod in the bill and de- 
sired to seo with their own eyes how tho 
system might look in practice, 

It was their express purpose not to en- 
ter into tho statistical side of the sub ect, 
Which had been amply covered by others, 
but to go there as practical observers, just 
as earnest working clergymen might move 
about a town to see What in it bore upon 
their work, The Boston Advertiser of Oct, 
16 pribted an interview, reprinted in Kee- 
ord of same date, with one of these gentle- 
mon, in which he gave a somewhat vivid 
word picture of the sights and impressions 
which these gentlemen recelved. In this 
interview he stated that he hoped to write 
outa fuller and more accurate summary of 
their journey, which he has done, and 
which is to appear in the New England | 
Magazine for February. 

These gentlomon were most profoundly 
impressed by what they saw in the cities 
of Bergen and Christiania and In a long 
journey, partly by coach and tramping, 
across the Peninsula. They found the 
system working with marvelous excellence 
and producing just such effects as had 
been described. Thoy were particularly 
fmpressed by the short hours, the strin- 
gent regulations regarding the liquor 
places and the litthe drunkenness which 
they saw 

On the other hand, these gentlemen re- 

port being well ablo to understand the un- 
favorable rumors which are abroad re- 
garding the condition of things in Sean- 
dinavia, No such wide reaching total ab 
stinence reform has as yet penetrated that 
country as we havo had here. The notions 
about the wisdom of drinking a moderate 
amount are much the same there as were 
to be found here 50 years ago, The system 
is also handicapped by belng applied only 
to distilled drinks, although it is the con- 
ident expectation of the leaders of the 
movement to introduce the inclusion of 
fermented drinks as the next feature in 
their progressive legislation, The Massa- 
chusetts bill, in distinetion from this Im- 
(tation, is arranged to include all alcohol- 
Furthermore, there yet survivea good 
many elderly persons who hold life H- 
censes, granted them by royal authority 
prior to this movement's inception, and 
the use of these licenses to a perceptible 
degree hinders the perfect working of the | 
system, even as regards spirits.

The Movement In Great Britain,

summer, Wrote out his impressions in a | 
manner to be acceptable to the opponents 
of the movement, They listened also to an 
elaborate paper by Mr. F. C. Nash, a law 
yer, who most strenuously opposed the 
movement in the last campaign. This was 
published inthe January number of their 
paper, the Temperance Catse, and will be 
answered by Mr. J. G. Thorp in its leb- 
ruary number. 

More striking than this was the proce 
dure of the Annual Convention of the W 
Cc. T. U. at Fitchburg in theautumn, The 
same native of Scandinavia who had ad 
dressed the Total Abstinence Society was 
given more than an hour to speak to the 
women Other prepared matter, includ 
ing poetry, followed. One of the foremost 
members, 4 woman of national reputation, 
who went to the Conyention determined to 
see that the matter was fairly placed be 
fore if, Was not allowed to make corre 


| tions in the Scandinavian’s paper and was 


not allowed to speak until a time imprac 

ticable, on account of her having to reach 
a train; and this notwithstanding that it 
is the custom of the Union freely to dis 
cuss such papers, Under such conditions 
the State Union passed a vote unfavorable 
to the movement. 

Of course in any such agitation as this 
difforences of opinion will be pronounced 
and feeling be apt to run strong, and oi 
ther side is linble to go too far. It has 
seemed to the friends of the bill, however, 
that the opposition tends to fail to ap 
proach the matter upon its merits. lor 
example, the opposition adduces every 
thing unfavorable that can be found in 
Scandinavia, particularly in Sweden 
where mafters are in far less good condi 
tion than in Norway (on this account it is 
that the Massachusetts movement takes 
its type from Norway rathor than Swe: | 
den), but seems to be blind to the faot that 
conditiong in those lands are altogether 
different froma what they are here; that the 
movement is confessedly bandicapped in 
several respects there, and that the Massa 
chusetts movement is so different from 
and 60 much in advanoe over that in Scan 
dinavia that such objections aro hardly | 
pertinent. They matntain that amid 
many difficulties and ocoastonal abuses the 
movement, although only applied to spir- | 
its, has in those directions produced enor 
mously strong results, and that those | 
results are germane as proof of the valid | 
ity of the principles involved and are not | 
invalidated by the exceptional abuses, and | 
tho like, which are liable to overtake any 
reform movement, For example, in our 
strongest No License cities, such as Chel 
sea and Cambridge, there from time to 
time creep in defects, but few rational 
persons would considor that the defects are 
reasons against No Licensa 

The friends of the moyement also fool 
that tho incessant picking of flaws in the 
proposed bill, which is being steadily im- 
proved, and the pessimistic and unchart 
table method of approach toward thé 
movement, as if those who would under 
tako such tasks were not persons in whon) 
any confidence for good faith might be 
placed, is # misleading style of combat 
They maintain that the Bill is permissive 
only; that it can only apply by the work:

perance is searcely better than captious 
Cortainly matters are in such a bad way 
in our large cities and the need of doing 
something is so imperative that it would 
seem as if principle whose imperfect ap 
Plication bas, by all competent 
produced superb results abroad ought not} 
to be opposed by sueh men when it is here | 
proposed to be applied ip itm completenoss 
and when its application is to be so thor 
oughly sifo guarded.

Prevention or Remedial Use of Profits. 

But what will most interest the reader 
are the new features introduced regarding 
the distribution of profits.

If liquor is made 
cheaper, so as to lessen them, the drinking 
Will increase. There being profits, some- 
thing must be done with them. The Par-

COMMON COUNCIL « 
POLICE COMMISSION 


When the Common Council at their 
meeting last Monday evening adopted 
wn resolution introduced by President 
Converse in opposition to the move- 
meut for a State Police Commission for 
Woburn and instructed City Solicitor 
Lounsbury to appear before the Legis- 
lative Committee on Towns and Cities 
and support the resolution when the 
subject comes up for a hearing, there 
can be no doubt but that they voiced 
the seutiments of a large share of the 
people. The action of the Council is 
everywhere endorsed as wise and judi- 
cious. Prominent citizens irrespective 
ot party approve of it. Its necessity 
was apparent, and the hope is freely 
expressed that the Board of Aldermen 
will see the matter in the same light 
and join the Council in opposing the 
obnoxious measure. ; 

It is no longer seriously questioned 
that the scheme was conceived in 
iniquity and is prosecuted on purely 
selfish grounds. It was promised last 
November in return for votes at the 
State election and the party of the 
second part pow demand payment ot 
the debt due them. ‘The managers ol 
the move are trying fulfil their ante- 
election promises and to that end have 
hoodwinked a few honest, conscien- 
tious men into supporting it on the plea 
that a Commission appointed by the 
Governor ‘*will take the rum question 
out of politics.” They fail to explain 
however by what trick of ledgerdemain 
this impossible feat is to be accom- 
plished. 

It is our belief that no considerable 
number of people favor this small 
politics scheme, but that question can 
be easily aud quickly settled by sub- 
mitting it to a popular vote. It its 
promoters decline to do that then it will 
be fair to conclude that they fear its de- 
feut at the polls.

If You Want the Rea 1 Thing, Never Go to 
Kenilworth Castle For It, 

“Could I get some slips of Kenil- 
worth ivy anywhero about the ruins?’ I 
heard a woman ask of the lodgekeeper 
at Kenilworth castle one day,’’ said a 
traveler. 

‘**You are an American, aren’t you, 
madam?’ asked the keeper, with a smile.

They tell me they expected to 
find the rnins of Kenilworth castle over- 
grown with the beautiful ‘‘Kenilworth 
ivy,’’ and that it ‘> generally supposed 
in America that such is the case, and 
that the ivy first came from here or is 
named after these ruins because of its 
abundance here.’

Str—As one loyal to the government and 
holding the position as manager of the Com- 
mercial Telegraph offices of Cairo, I feel it al- 
Ways my duty to arrest anything contraband 
that may pass through my office, feeling that 
I shall be both justified and upheld by the gov 
ernment and my country. 

With this consideration I have taken upon 
myself the responsibility of stopping a message, 
destined for Washington, originating at Padu-

Section 86, Neither the city council 
nor either branch thereof, vor avy com- 


mittee or member thereof, shall directly 
or indirectly take part in the employ- 
ment of labor, the expenditure of public 
money, the making of contracts, the 
purchase of materials or supplies, the 
construction, alteration or repair of any 
public works or other property, or in

That section strikes at the root of 
the corruption well-known to have 
heretofore existed in our City Council, 
especially among the committees of the 
same, and which will be likely to con- 
tinue unless some check is interposed 
to end it. Wecannot say what  par- 
ticular object the Mayor had in view ip 
asking the Legislature for this provision, 
because the JaurNAL does not enjoy 
his official confidence, but he has bit 
the nail square on the head and we 
sincerely hope the section will become 
law. Presently the Journat will give 
its reasons more in detail for approving 
this important change recommended by 
Mayor Allen.

Dr. Green is much 
interested in the subject of Household 
Economics and brought with her two 
charts, one containing the “Classes of 
Food Nutrients,” and the other, a table 
of “Food Equivalents for 25 cents.” 

She said that a perfect food should 
contain protein, carbo-hydratts, fats, 
minerals and water, Milk contains all 
these in proportion and is therefore a 
perfect food tor both children and older 
people. She gave some interesting in 
formation relating to the bacteria of 
milk, and deseribed the processes of 
sterilizing, condensing and evaporating 
milk, 

Butter was first used by the Tentonic 
races in the second century, the process 
of making it being learned from the 
Phoenicians. 

Butter is obtained

seb twenty or thirty hours until the 
eream rises; secondly, the eream is 
separated from the milk as soon as ib is

Some 165 miles off the Rhode Island 
shore and almost directly south of 
stormy Point Judith is tho ragged coast 
of Block island, where each resident is 
farmer and fisherman. 

As quaint and old fashioned an oceap 
resort as the American coast affords is 
Block island. It is a miniature world, 
in which the customs and habits are 
those of 150 years ago, Every knoll is 
capped with a small, one story farm- 
house, whose shingled walls are thickly 
coated with whitewash, the only wash 
that will withstand the intensely vapor- 
ous, salty air, which melts the contents 
of the salt cellars on the family tables 
into athick, lumpy mass. Some of these 
dwellings are 150 years old, and the 
“old windmill’? was built of lumber 
from trees that grew on the island early 
in the last century. 

Completely isolated in winter from 
the rest of the world, they take but lit- 
tle interest in any except their own con- 
cerns. <A Bible, a few books of sea sto- 
ries, a weekly newspaper and Daboll’s 
ancient almanac furnish all the reading 
they wish, and stories of hobgoblins and 
sea wraiths are the gossip of fireside and 
forecastle. 

Far out on the bowsprit of each fish- 
ing schooner there is a little iron band- 
ed ‘‘pulpit,’’ where stands the harpoon- 
er, harpoon in hand, riding up to his 
fearless game. <A swift and accurate 
whirlinto the monster’s side, and away 
he bounds, furious with rage and pain, 
with a floating keg attached to the iron 
dart by fathoms of rope. The vessel sails 
after him like a tireless hound on the 
trail of a fox, and the marine hunters 
have only to keep sight of him until he 
has exhausted himself with his mad 
rushes through the sea. 

When the time comes, however—it 
may be in half an hour, and it may be 
double that time—for the plucky spears- 
man to deal the finishing stroke to the 
doughty warrior, then, if ever, hunter 
and game meet on fairly even terms. 

The harpooner quits the vessel in a 
yawl, armed with an ax, spear and club, 
and pulls his frail craft over the rough 
waves to the side of the dying fish. It 
may be that the moribund giant is 
breathless and really exhausted. If so, 
the harpooner has only to draw up 
where is measured bis bulky length up- 
on the surface of the ocean, plunge his 
sharp spear into heart or brain or deal 
a crushing blow upon the head,

Rarely does he miss his drive, and the 
luckless fisherman is impotent to evade 
it. The fish cleaves the waves with the 
speed and fury of a warhorse, <A sud- 
den dip beneath the waves, and, lo! he 
has gone,

leaping into the stern of his boat, hears 
the rush of waters, us of a submarine 
volcano beneath him, and with the sound 
of ripping timbers, a long, slender, 
black, hairy rapier is driven through 
the boat from side to side, asif the lance 
of a galloping Cossack had cleft. it.

ABLE TO TRANSFER LUNACY. 


Uncanny Result of an Experiment In Hyp- 
notism Made by a Paris Doctor. 

A series of very wonderful expori- 
ments which have just been concluded 
by Dr. Luys of Paris, whose observa- 
tions and discoveries in connection with 
magnetism and electricity in relation 
to hypnotism made a profound impres- 
sion upon the scientific world some time 
ago, has led toa remarkable result. The 
latest discovery establishes the fact that 
cerebral activity can be transferred toa 
crown of magnetized iron, in which the 
activity can be retained and subsequent- 
ly passed on to a second person. Incred- 
ible as this may seem, Dr. Luys has 
proved its possibility by the experi- 
ments just referred to. 

He placed the crown, which in real- 
fy is only a circular bund of magnet- 
ized iron, on the head of a female pa- 
tient suffering from melancholia, with 
a mania for self destruction, and with 
such success was the experiment at- 
tended that within a fortnight the pa- 
tient could be allowed to go free with- 
out danger, the crown having absorbed 
all her marked tendencies. 

About two weeks afterward he put 
the same crown, Which meanwhile had 
been carefully kept free from contact 
with anything else, on the head of a 
male patient suffering from hysteria, 
complicated by frequent recurrent pe- 
riods of lethargy. The patient was then 
hypnotized and immediately conducted 
himself after the manner of the woman 
who had previously worn the crown. 
Indeed he practically assumed her per- 
sonality and uttered exactly the same 
complaints as she had done. Similar 
phenomena have, it is reported, been 
observed in the case of every patient ex- 
perimented upon. Another experiment 
showed that the crown retained the im- 
pression acquired until it was made red- 
hot.—London Telegraph. 


Seedless Fruits and Vegetables. 

Writers often express wonder that 
any fruit or vegetable should be found 
without seeds, the acme of surprise 
seoming to be with respect to the seed- 
less orange. The fact of the case is that 
such examples are met with in almost 
every variety of fruits and in several 
kinds of vegetables. An instance which 
can be cited in the apple is Mennecher’s 
Nocore, 80 named because of both ‘‘core’’ 
and seed pits being entirely absent. 

The Rutter pear is a s0 called seed- 
less variety of that species of fruit, but 
I believe that abortive seeds are occa- 
sionally fouud in isolated specimens. 
Tho ‘‘zante,’’ or seedless currant of the 
grocery stores, is not a currant at all, 
but 4 small species of seedless grape.—- 
St. Louis Republic.

TREE PLANTING IN FRANCE. 


Useless Sand Dunes Converted Into Valu- 
able Land With Pines, 


The French thoroughly appreciate the 


| advantages to be derived from systematic 


treo planting. Tracts of sand have been 
covered with pine forests, and the word 
lande, borrowed, as it is thought, from 
the German, is losing its meaning of 
‘Waste’? Till a century ago a large 
portion of the forest of Fontainebleau 
consisted of bare sand hills, but the 
planting of pines was begum. A variety 
sapable of standing the severest win- 
ters was evidently found, and millions 
of trees now diffuse healthy and agree- 
able odors, besides furnishing timber 
for fuel. 

The decomposed fir needles, more- 
over, gradually form a crust of vegeta- 
blemold, permitting the growth of trees 
and shrubs less able than the pine to 
live on air. The department of the 
Landes, once a barren region, with sand 
so loose that people had to walk on 
stilts, is covered with pines, and the 
problem of draining the subsoil has been 
solved, as described in Edmond About’s 
story of ‘*Maitre Pierre.”’ 

The losses by fire and anxiety to pro- 
duce something more remunerative than 


pine are now, however, inducing 
schemes of artificial fertilization. In 
many French watering places dunes 


have been transformed into woods, thus 
holding eut to seaside visitors the at 
traction of agreeable shade and a change 
from monotonous beach, Shifting sands 
have been prevented from extending in- 
land, In some cases dunes have been ac- 
quired by companies, Which, after plant- 
ing them, have cut them up into build- 
ing lots and have seen them dotted with 
Villas. 

Elsewhere municipalities have taken 
up the matter, and in large operations 
the district or the department has pro- 
vided the funds. —London ‘Times

Text of the Lesson, John ix, 1-11—-Mem: 
ory Verses, 1-3 Gotden Text, John 
ix, 5-Commentary by the Rev, D. M, 
Stearns, 


1,‘'And as Jesus passed by He sawa 
man Which was blind from hie birth." 
In the order of events this lesson probably 
preceded that of last week — It is the only 
one given tous from that whole section 
of John’s gospel from chapter vii, 2, to x, 
21, in which we find Jesus at Jerusalem 
teaching in the vet and hated by the 
chief priests and Pharisees. In chapter 
vill, 12, 28, He proclaims Himself as the 
light of the world and the light of life, 
speaking only what the Father told Him 
and doing always those things that please 
Him, not seeking His own glory (verses 
20, 50) 

2. "And His disciples asked Him, say- 
ing, Master, who did gin, this man or his 
parents, that he was born blind? It isa 
common thing to suppose that special suf- 
fering is caused by special sin and that 
sickness Is the result of individual sin. 
This is sometimes the case as with the 
men whom Jesus healed at the pool of 
Bethesda (chapter vill, 14), but let us 
carefully observe the teaching of Jesus in 
this lesson, and wo shall seo that while 
sin lies originally back of all sickness and 
suffering, for had there been no sin, suf 
fering would not have been, yet we must 
not suppose in the case of any individual 
that there has been any special sin or that 
there is any lack of faith in God back of 
the suffering, 

8. ‘Jesus answered, Neither hath this 
man sinned nor his parents, but that the 
works of God should be made manifest in 
him.’’ There can be no contradictions 
in Scripture, and as it is written that 
“all have sinned’’ (Rom, fil, 28) Jesus 
did not say that nelther this man nor his 
parents had never sinned, but in answer 
to the disciple's question He said that this 
blindness was not the result of any spe 
cial sin. Why, then, was this man born 
blind? Hero is the answer, That the works 
of God might be seen in him. We are re 
minded of the question in Kx. iv, 11, 
“Who maketh the dumb or deaf, or the 
seeing or the blind? Have not I, the Lord?” 

4. “IT must work the works of Him that 
sept me while itis day. The night cometh, 
when no man can work.’’ Jesus delight- 
ed to honor the Father and to call Him. 
self ‘Sent of God,'’ More than 80 times 
in this gospel He is so called, and when 
He finished His ministry He sald gladly te 
His Father, ‘*I have glorified Thee on the 
earth’? (John xvii, 4). As to all the works 
wrought by Him, He confessed that it was 
the Father in Him who did the works 
(John xiv, 10). For our comfort He 
tells us that, as the Father sent Him, 
so He sends us (John xvii, 18; xx, 21); 
that He is with us all the days having 
all power in heaven and on earth; that 
He will hold our hand, be with our mouth 
and work in us both to will and to do 
of His good pleasure (Math. xxviil, 
20; Isa, xli, 18; Ex. iv, 12; Phil. ff, 18). 

5. As long as Lam in the world I ain 
the light of the world,"’) Compare chapters 
viii, 12, and xii, 85, U6. See a proof of His 
divinity, for what mere man would dare 
to use such words, being in his right mind? 
Then hear Him as He says to His disciples, 
“Ye are the light of the world’’ (Math. v, 
14), and consider well the fact that, wheth- 
er blind or seeing, deaf or hearing, dumb 
or speaking, sick or well, rich or poor, 
unto each one is given the offer of having 
God work His works in us, and of haying 
Jesus live His life in us. The wonder is 
that He takes sinners to do this. He came 
to save sinners, to take lost ones and re- 
deem them, filthy ones and make them 
whiter than snow; that in these redeemed 
and blood washed souls He might repro- 
duce His life and speak the words and 
work the works of God (LI Cor. iv, 10, 11). 

6. ‘*When He had thus spoken, He spat 
on the ground and made clay of the spit- 
tle, and He anointed the eyes of the 
blind man with the clay."’ Sometimes 
with a word, sometimes with a touch and 
sometimes without being present at all 
He wrought His works and glorified God,

FIRES IN JAPAN, 


Hut For Open Spaces the Japanese Cities 
Would Burn Up. 

One of the quaintest sights in Japan 
isa fire, Hundreds of houses are often 
burned in the space of a few hours, and 
little or nothing can be done to stop the 
progress of the flames, especially on a 
windy day. If you except the roof, which 
is mado of tiles, Japanese houses are 
built entirely of straw wood, bamboo 
and paper. In the poorer districts houses 
aro packed close together, and therefore 
if one happens to catch fire sometimes 
the whole street is burned down with 
incredible rapidity, and the fire only 
stops at some open space where it can- 
not possibly spread further, It is not un- 
usual in Tokyo or some of the larger 
towns to hear of a thousand or even 
more houses having been destroyed in 
an afternoon or during the night. 


Japanese, and high ladders are posted at 
short intervals all over the towns and in 
all the larger villages, on the top of 
which ladders a watchman sits all night 
and in case of flro rings a large bell 
hanging from the top. If rung at long 
intervals, the fire is distant, and one 
need not worry oneself about turning 
out of one’s fountangs. If rung a little 
quicker, the fire is vot far, but there 
need be no apprehension. Butif the bell 
is vigorously and quickly tolled then 
you may as well say goodby to your 
house, because in perhaps a few minutes 
it will be reduced to a mass of ashes. 
The Japanese are wonderful at turn- 
ing out at all hours of the night, even 
for going to look at a fire, and men, wo- 
men and children in the coldest nights 
in winter think nothing of walking five 
or six miles to go and look ata big 
blaze. If the fire happens to be near, the 
excitement increases in proportion to the 
probability of one’s house being burned 
down. You seo people half scared and 
screaming, getting water wherever they 
can in pails, wash basins, tubs or any- 
thing they can lay hold of and throw- 
ing it all over the woodwork so as to 
diminish the chances of its catching fire. 
Then as the fire draws nearer, and the 


only water available has already been | 


consumed, the process of saving what 
one can is put into practice. The amido, 
or wooden shutters, and the sholjis, pa- 


per walls, are quickly taken down and | 


brought into a safe place; the mats are 
lifted out of their places, and with the 
few articles of furniture are quickly re- 
moved, So that when the fire comes it 
only destroys the wooden frame of the 
house and the roof. That is all. It is 
seldom that life is lost in these fires, ex- 
cept sometimes when children or old 
people are unable to move, and once 
surrounded by flames they cannot be 
reached aud often perish.—Tokyo Let- 
ter.

MAY MARRIAGES UNLUCKY. 


Old Superstition Which Has Powerfal In- 
fluence With European Bridal Couples. 

The nranicipal statistics of the city of 
Marseillis show the observer that onthe 
28th of April, 1504, there were regis. 
tered at the mayor’s office in that town 
no less than 94 marriages. Why this 
enormous number? Because, according 
to an ancient tradition, couples that 
marry in the month of May expose them- 
selves to great danger—death will soon 
smite the unfortunates, or, at the very 
least, their union will not be blessed 
with children, Therefore a large num- 
ber of Marseillaise lovers availed them- 


} selves of the last days of April to join 
| themselves in wedlock, 

This curious superstition is by no 
means confined to Marseilles. M. le 


Blaut, a French investigator, ascribes 
to it an origin in Roman antiquity. The 
Roman poet Ovid said that May was no 
time for widows to marzy or for young 
girls, and adds that the imprudent 
woman who braves fate by so doing will 
die early. Plutarch agrees to the truth 
of this 

It may be because of this ancient prin 
ciple that the Roman Catholic church 
has made the month of May sacred to 
the Virgin. Tlowever this may be, the 
idea has c¥rtainly perpetuated itself with 
singular persistence. ‘Tassoni, writing 
| about the middle of theseventcenth con 
tury, relates that among the inhabitants 
of Ferraras many young nobles and 
princes who were married in May died 
only a few days afterward, ‘It is tho 
observation of this strange fact,’’ he ob- 
| serves, ‘that induec dthe Ferrarese, so 
it is said, to follow the ancient custom.” 

At the present day the superstition 
has not ceased to show itself in certain 
regions of Italy, in Roumania, in south 
Germany, Bohemia, Westphalia, [Eng- 
land and France, notably in Saintonge 
and in the Cevennes, where every one 
acknowledges the truth of the proverb, 


“The month of flowers is & month of 
tears, "’

MONEY MAKING, 


Ouickest Way to Pile Up Wealth In 
Thia Business Era, 

The reason of the modern differences 
in favor of business as an instrument of 
tnoney making is not far to seek. It is 
the enormous growth in the scale of ev- 
crything in which business can be done 
‘The enterprise of a merchant, of a con 
tractor, of a mine dealer, even of a shop: 
keeper, may now cover the whole world 
and may be carried on, moreover, main 
ly upon credit. It may be doubted 
Whether, except in those transactions 
which are called ‘financial,’ and which 
really mean the taking of heavy bribes 
for pecuniary support, any one transac- 
tion ever yields quite as much as the 
same transactions would have yielded 
60 years ago; Whether, for example, any 
cargo ever produces ton for ton an equal 
margin of profit, or whether any cus 
tomer in a shop pays quite so heavy a 
percentage on the goods ho buys. 

It is the magnitude and multiplica- 
tion of cargoes which yield fortunes, 
the thousands instead of hundreds of 
customers Whom clever dealers may in- 
duce to spend money. The new system 
of rapid turnover is, of course, precisaly 
the same thing—the dealer selling four 
times what he did and using only the 
same capital, This advantage of scale is 


| almost entirely wanting to the profes- 


sional man, for the obvious reason that 
he is hampered by limitations of time. 
There are only 600 minutes in a hard 
worked day, and the seeker after in- 
come, be he as able as he may or as de- 
must give some of 
those minutes to each client or patient 
or contractor with a difficulty to meet.

engineers, by a competition, which, 
though never acknowledged, is none the 
less real and effective.

Ten Rules Adopted

First. —No one has a right to keep ani- 


mals, either for use or pleasure, unless 


he is able and willing to provide them 
with whatever necessary for their 
health and happiness. No animal can be 
healthy or happy unless it is kindly 
treated, comfortably lodged, regularly 
fed, supplied with water and afforded 
opportunities of recreation.

Second.—Kind and gentle treatment | 


is due to all animals and need not inter- 
fere with firmness in governing them, 
Animals are often thought to boill tem 
pered or obstinate when they are really 
suffering from some pain or irritation 
the cause of which is not seen, but which 
may be soothed by patience and quiet 


ness. If you try to find ou! what is the 
matter with an animal before you pun 
ish him, you will probably find that 


there is no reason to punish him su 
careful to remove anything that causes 
fear. Animal are often terrified by 
things that men hardly observe. If they 
are punished, their terror only in 
creased, 
soon a8 gentle talk and caressing, 
ness will win the confidence 
animal, and an animal which confides 
in its keeper is easily managed. If you 
want your horse to work well, take good 
care that his harness does not chafe him. 

Third, —Al] animals require sunshine, 
and their dwellings should have a south- 
erly or westerly aspect if possible, but 
they should always have access to shade 
when they desire it. Stables, sheds, 
coops and cages should be well drained, 
well lighted and well ventilated, but 
never drafty, Different animals require 
different temperatures.

Boston, 
Boston was originally named Tremont 


or ‘Trimountain, from being built on 
three hills—-Beacon, Kopp and Fort 
hills.

While He was beyond Jordan Lazarug 
took sick, and the sisters sent Him word, 
but instead of hastening to him He tar. 
ried two days in the same place, and not 
till Lazarus was dead and buried did He 
set forth to awake him out of sleep (verse 
11) When Martha heard that He was 
coming, shoe went forth out of the town to 
meet Him, and afterward calling Mary so- 
cretly she, too, Went forth outof thetown, 
Jesus tarrying where Martha bad met 
Him 

81, When the people in the house who 
had come together to comfort Martha and 
Mary saw Mary go forth hastily, not 
Knowing that her sister had called her, 
they supposed sho had gone to the grave 
to weep there, They must haye been poor 
comforters, for they Knew not the comfort 
of I Thess. tv, 16-18.

WALKING ON STILTS. 


4 DISTRICT IN WHICH THIS IS DONE 
FOR SUBSTANTIAL REASONS, 


The Herders and Peasants of Landes Use 
Stilts In Their Avocations 
They Had a Festival Which 


Resemblance to Our Football Game, 


In Belgium 


Bore Some 


The curious district of the Landes be- | 


tween Bordeaux and Bayonne mainly 
consists of heaths and pine woods, in- 
terspersed with a few patches, growing | 
barley and a little maize. 

The surface of the ground is a dull | 
gray or ash colored sand, and over this | 
unpromising pasture wander seattered | 
flocks of lanky, coarse wooled, ill con- 
ditioned sheep, tended by shepherds, 
who from time immemorial have been 
noted for walking on stilts, by the as- 
sistance of which they are not only able 
to stalk over the prickly bushes and 
avoid the disagreeable contingency of 
filling their shoes with sand, but they | 
attain an elevation not afforded by the 
level surface of the mound, and from 
their artificial altitude can overlook 
their flocks and preyent their sheep 
from straying. They also carry a long | 
pole that, when stuck into the earth, 
forms a support against which the shep- | 
herds can rest and knit stockings all 
day long. Altogether the appearance of 
this extraordinary tripod, of which the 
upex is a human something in a sheep- 
skin, is weird, not to say alarming, 

By the aid of their wooden legs the 
peasants of the Landes, with very slight 
exertion and without an exceptionally | 
rapid movement, will go over the 
ground at a pace which would keep a 
horse at a hard trot. Nature, however, 
is ® power not to be trifled with and | 
which sooner or later visits with visi- 
ble censure the violation of biological | 
rules, Consequently the artificially long | 
shanked inhabitants of the Landes are | 
somewhat diminutive in stature and 
are said to be a not very long lived race. 
These poor people have to endure 
vere privatious, among which chronic 
want of water is the cruelest, but of 
late years steps have been taken to rem- | 
edy the evil arising from the circum- 
stance that all the streams in the 
Grandes Landes are brackish. 

The railway through this desolate re- 
gion was built by English engineers, | 
who imported a contingent of English | 
nayvies to assist in the most laborious 
part of the work. Obviously a navvy on | 
stilts would be a grotesque anomaly, 
The English workmen, therefore, wore 
French wooden shoes, or sabots, which | 
they carefully stuffed with wool 


se- 


or 
straw to keep out the sand, but the con- 
tractors took care that their employees, 
when they had finished their toil, 
should not be constrained to walk long 
distances through the sandy wilderness, 
and the men were lodged in a kind of 


traveling village placed on trucks and 
pushed on the rails day by day as fast 
as the line advanced, food and fresh 
water being sent to them from a dis 


tance sometimes of 40 or 50 miles. It 
must not, however, be supposed that | 
walking on stilts is a custom indigt =a 
nous to the French Landes. In the mid- | 
dle ages laborers from Flanders were 
imported to the Garonne for the purpose 
of draining the marshes, and their pres- | 
ence in this part of France is commem- | 


orated in a place still known as Bruet | 
or Bruges. These ®)siaings probably | 
brought with the ueir stilts, the an | 
cient Flemish name of which was 
‘‘schaetse,’’ which would in process of | 
time be naturalized as the Frene h | 
“‘echasses, "' | 

There was formerly an annual festi- | 
val held at Namur, in Belgium, called 


the battle of the stilts, and which, to | 
all seeming, was uniquein Europe. The 
youth of the town were divided into two 
amicably hostile camps under the re- | 
spective names of ‘*Melans’’ and ‘‘d’ An- 


resses,'’ said to represent two very an- 
| clent families of Namur, the relation 
between whom in bygone times was of 
the nature of that which existed be 
tween the Capulets and Montagues of 
Verona, On cach side there were from 


500 to 600 combatants, all mounted on 
stilts. Each army had its commandant | 
and its regimental offieers, to; 
with its distinctive cockade and 
which last during the action floated 
from the windows of the hotel de ville 
At the signal for the battle to begin 
the combatants advanced to the sound 
of trumpets from two opposite extremi 
ties of the Grand place, and the eng: 
ment began in right earnest, the object | 
of the wooden legged warriors being to 
knock each other over, in which lauda- | 
ble endeavor they were cheered by the 
smiles and wafted kisses of the prettiost 
maidens of Namur, They were only to 
use their stilts and their elbows to trip 
their opponents up, and at a piven 
time the ‘Hola!’ or ‘Cease kieking!” 
Was sounded, and the army which had | 
knocked oyer the largest number of ley 
was declared the victor,

ABSOLUTELY PURE 
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THE HEARING. 


Allowing that there was no hiteh in 
carrying out the programme the Legis- 
lative hearing on the matter of a Police 
Commission for Woburn was given 
yesterday at the State House. Both 
sides had employed legal counsel in 
anticipation of a sharp contest. As 
the result of a fortnight’s work by 
three canvassers the petitioners ap- 
peared before the Committee with a 
petition numerically, as well as other- 
wise, respectable, which was offset by 


nu remoustrance equally numerously 
signed, or nearly so, and by men 
equally respectable, Gathering signa- 


tures for the remonstrance was the 
work of only three or four days in- 
stead of two weeks, as iu the case ol 
the petition. 

This difference in the amount of work 
on the two sets of papers was due un- 
doubtedly to the temper of the people. 
It daily becomes more apparent that a 
Police Commission for this city is not 
wanted. ‘Che scheme is too absurd for 
serious consideration by the Legisla- 
ture. It is sneered at and made fun of 
by sober minded men. Republicans and 
Democrats alike oppose it; so also do 
nearly all persons of good standing in 
this community. Lt originated in cheap 
politics and is pushed by Ward_ poli- 
ticians. 

The petitioners should be given leave 
to withdraw, especially as the principle 
which they ask the Legislature to enact 
into Taw is diametrically opposed to the 
spirit of Republican institutions, that 
is, it deprives the people of the right 
of self-government. 


LOST THEIR CASE, 

The bill before the Legislature to 
allow women to vote in municipal affairs 
was defeated in the House last Tuesday | 
by a large majority.

Mesners or Wonurn Woman's Chun: 

Ladies:—In June, 1894, as you are 
aware, there was appointed by a unanimous) 
vote of the Club, a committee having in| 
charge the raising of money for procuring a 
permanent and suitable place of meeting 
that might be called our very own—for pro- 
curing, in fact, a club house, 

It Was not anticipated that money would 
pour #0 freely into our coffers that this 
house could be procured in one year, or in 
two, or in five, Nor was it thought beat, in 
view of the stringency of the money market 
at that time, to make any attempt to raire 
money by issuing stock that might never 
bringin a premium. We simply remem. 
bered that if such a committee had been 
formed twelve years ago, at the time of the 
organization of the Club, we might haye 
had by the present time, money enough 
either to purchase land preparatory to erect- 
ing a simple club house, or enough to pay 
down a certain amount towards the owner 
ship of a building already in existence. 

The meetings of your committee since 
their appointment on June 15, 1894, have 


been frequent. The number of money- 
raising schemes resulting from these meet. 
ings, have been four in number, viz:—the 


Kennan lecture occurring on October 16, 
1804; the Sate held by the Directors of the 
Club, on October 19; the District School 
given on December 21; and the Experience 
Meeting of January 4, 1895. These schemes 
have all together brought us in $802.31, a 
eum for which we feel exceedingly grateful, 
both to the sub-committees who have 
worked so arduously to procure it, and to 
the public who have evinced interest enough 
in our plans to patronize our entertain. 
ments, The sub-committees appointed from 
the Building Committee, have been supple- 
mented by committees from the Club at} 
large.

County and Country Crop. 

For, say, 50 years the fashion of tha 
wearing men’s and boy’s hair in Eng- 
land has been to cut if shorter and 
shorter, so that today hair is shorn in 
many cases as close as the barber's shears 
can get. A alosely cropped head, 50 
years and less ago, was in country places 
looked upon with some suspicion, for 
then only prison birds just out of du- 
rance appeared with closely shorn heads, 
and this cut was popularly known as 
the ‘‘county crop,’’ indicating that the 
wearer of t short hair had been bar- 
bered at the expense of the county. 

If any man was bold enough to ap- 
pear with his hair cut short, the words 
“county crop’’ were thrown at him 
from all sides, and in the same manner 
the school lad who came to school with 
his hair cut shorter than was the coun- 
try fashion had his life made miserable 
in the same way, until such time us his 


hair had grown again. The ‘country 
crop’’ was a different Matter altogether. 


Barbers’ work was done on men and 
boys in many instances at home by moth- 
ers and grandmothers, and their mode 
was to put a large basin well back on 
the crown of the head and then shear 
round the edge of the basin, making a 
clean sweep of all the hair which pro- 
jected below it. This was tbe ‘‘country 
crop,’’—Notes and Queries. 

Troubles on a Tenement Street, 

Improvidence works sad havoe with 
the family exchequer, and the havoe, 
cruelly enough, is as great when caused 
by inculpable ignorance as by wanton 
extravagance. Wasteful cooking, buy- 
ing on installments, mortgaging furni- 
ture at exorbitant rates and other equal- 
ly disastrous practices are far too com- 
mon. When John Gorman of No. 40 
died, his wife received a $400 death 
benefit. She indulged in the luxury of a 
#110 funeral and within a year was in 
want. 

Overproduction of children is another 
source of trouble, Whether the children 
Jive or whether they die, they are about 
equally expensive. The more desperate 
the family circumstances the faster the 
children come. And yet nature seems to 
smile on this form of improvidence in 
the long run. Children are transformed 
to breadwinners by time, Thus the fam- 
ily, dragged down at first by its surplus 
of children, is often exalted by this very 
thing at the end, Comfortable old age 
comes quite as often to the heads of the 
large families to the childless cou- 
ples, since the latter have no breadwin- 
ners to call on when they themselves 
cease to win bread. —Forum.

Effect of Environment on a Watch, 

“It is curious to notice the effect of 
certain atmospheres upon timepieces of 
a certain kind,’’ said A, G, Graham of 
Chicago. ‘I have awatch of the old 
fashioned type, which I always carry 
with me wherever I go, first, because 
it’s a curiosity, and, secondly, because 
it is a gift from a much beloved friend. 
Well, this watch has a habit of running 
ahead af time. In my own city, or here 
in St. Louis, for example, it gains five 
minutes in every 24 hours. This is no- 
ticeable because it means nearly two 
hours 4 month, I have a way of letting 
it run for a length of time, say six 
months, so that it regulates itself prac- 
tically in that time, It manages to make 
about 12 hours, and when a timepiece 
is that much ahead of or behind time it 
is just as good as if it were perfect. <A 
short while ago Iwas compelled to visit 
Philadelphia, from which city I am just 
returning, During my stay there the 
‘watch lost five minutes a day, and the 
Joss was as regular as the gain was in 
Chicago or in your city. Ihave a theory 
upon tho subject. 

“T believe that the movements of a 
man have more or less effect upon a 
watch, Now, almost every man readily 
falls into the ways and gait of his fel- 


lows. In Chicago or in St, Louis every 
man likes to be five minutes ahead of 
time, In Philadelphia overy one says: 
*Woll, there’s no hurry. Five minutes 


behind time will make no difference,’ 
and from this follows that slow, easy 
gait which is the most striking charac- 
teristia of the Quaker City. It would 
seem the watches keep time in the same 
fashion, as if in sympathy with their 
owners, So you see there is pretty good 
reason for the allegation with rogard to 
Philadelphia's proverbial slowness, ’’— 
St. Louis Globe- Democrat. 


Magio In India, 
Some recent travelers who haye seen 
the magicians of India reported that the 
skill of these jugglers bas been oyer- 


rated, and that their tricks are really 
less wonderful than they have been said 
to be. But Mr, Kellar, who is himself 
a slight of hand expert, thinks different 
|ly. He says that the Hindoo wizards 
| perform tricks that he can neither dupli 
cate nor understand, so marvelous are 
they. This is what he relates of one 
whom he saw at the Chuddermunzil 
| club at Lucknow: 

“He took a board and placed it on 
four glass goblets, thus elevating it from 
| the floor. A youngster sitting on the 
board was requested to place his hands 
together, palins up. Thon the juggler 
took a glass of water and poured it into 
tho outstretched hands of the boy. In 
the meantime the boy had been mes 
merized, and his attention was fixed on 
a point indicated by the magician. 
Gradually the water turned erpen in col 
or and then developed into a jelly which 
increased in density until it became as 
solid as astone, Out of the center of 
this appeared the head of asnake, which 
gradually developed until in tho place 
of the water there appeared a hissing 
reptile. Twas amazed, I can assure you, 
but the trick was not yet comploted 
Hitting the reptilo upon the head with 
his wand, tho juggler took it up careful 
ly and placed it back into the glass. As 
we looked it became transformed into a 
jelly, which in turn melted into a green- 
ish colored water. Clearer and clearer 
became the fluid until it was of its origi- 
nal color, and then the juggler placed it 
to his lips and drank tho entire contents. 
This was the most wonderful trick I ever 
saw performed, and it is as mysterious 
to me today as it was then,'’’—New 
York Advertiser.

Bret Harte got his 
California and his Californinas by un- 
conscious absorption and put both of 
them into his tales alive, but when he 
came back from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic and tried to do Newport life from 
study—conscious observation—his fail- 
ure Was absolutely monumental. —Mark 
Twain in North American Review.

SAVED BY HIS SLAVE. 


A DESPERATE FIGHT IN WHICH CEN- 
TAUR WON HIS FREEDOM. 


How Captain Culbert of the Mississippi 
A Chap- 
ter From the History of Boating In the 


River Pirates Ended His Career 


Long Ago, 


“Life on the river now is not what it 
was 50 years ago,’’ said Captain Huff, 
tn old time river rover yesterday. ‘‘In 
those days we had great obstacles to nav- 
igation to overcome, besides frequently 
encountering some of the most desperate 
outlaws known to criminal history, who 
made the river a resort and lived by rob- 
bery and murder, They had no regard 
for life if it interfered in their obtain-

ing the property they coveted. 

“The leader of one of these gangs was 
known as Captain Culbert, who had his 
haunts along the shores of the Mississip- 
pi, where, in secluded places, he and 
his men would secrete themselves and 
await an opportunity to attack and plun- 
der trading boats or produce barges as- 
cending or descending the river. 

“In 1824 Mr. Beausel, a wealthy 
trader of New Orleans, loaded a small 
boat with valuable goods and started 
for St. Louis.

As the boat was passing a deso- 
late point on the shore the robbers push- 
ed out from the shaded banks in their 
swift canoes, and surrounding the boat 
with a flourish of firearms forced the 
Frenchman to surrender without a strug- 
gle. Binding the limbs of the owner, 
they locked him in the cabin and pro- 
ceeded to possess themselves of the rich 
booty the boat contained. Centaur ex- 
pressed the greatest delight at the suc- 
cess of the robbers and declared he was 
glad they had made his master a pris- 
oner, for now he wonld be freed from 
him and would love to serve and wait 
upon the daring freebooters. He would 
dance and sing with the greatest appar- 
ent glee, and by his antics pleased his 
captors, who ordered him to prepare an 
elegant supper from the bountiful sup- 
plies on the boat. 

“The negro was an elegant cook, and 
persuading them to release one of the 
other slaves to assist him in preparing 
the meal he spread a table of delicious 
viands and tempting liquors that sur- 
passed anythmg the robbers had enjoyed 
for many days. 
| to all demands and his intelligence in 
| anticipating their every want won their 
| confidence, and the chief declared he 
would prove a very desirable addition 
to their pumbers, While the robbers 
were enjoying themselves at the table 
the negro conceived a plan to recapture 
| the boat and release his master. Com- 
municating his intentions to the slave 
who had been detailed to assist him, he 
directed the fellow what part he desired 
him to perform when the time for ac- 
tion should arrive. After feasting and 
drinking to their fullest satisfaction the 
half drunken robbers assembled on the 
deck to discuss what was the best course 


and where to land with their booty. 

“Centaur, being allowed perfect free- 
dom, managed to consult with his mas- 
ter and impart to him his plans. The 
helpless trader, fearing that the robbers 
| contemplated taking his life, urged his 
| faithful slave to make a desperate effort 
to accomplish his purpose and prom- 
ised him a rich reward if he succeeded 
jin effecting his release. The robbers 
were cight in number and roamed in 
drunken hilarity about the boat. ‘The 
| river was rough, and the darkness that 
ensued made it difficult for the negroes 
who were navigating the heavily laden 
boat to reach the point the pirates were 
anxious to land at. Five of the gang 
had collected about the bow of the ‘oat 
and were discussing the slow progress 
they were making toward their destina- 
tion, when Centaur gave the signal 
agreed upon to his comrade, and immo- 
diately springing into the middle of the 
assembled robbers seized the leader in 
his arms and lifting him above his head 
hurled the surprised fellow overboard, 
far out into theswift, dark river. With 
wonderful strength and surprising 
speed he caught up three more of the 
robbers and had tossed them overboard 
into the splashing water before their 
startled companions had realized what 
had happened. The other two negroes, 
upon receiving the preconcerted signal, 
had struck down two of the robbers with 
a heavy oar before they could offer re- 
sistance, and Centaur, grabbing up a 
pistol that had fallen on the deck from 
the hand of one of his yictims, rushed 
at the two remaining robbers on board, 
and, shooting one, the other leaped into 
the river to escape the fury of this col 
ored Goliath, 

“Tossing the bodies of the three 
wounded robbers overboard, the heroic 
negro beat back into the riyer with an 
oar several others who were clinging 
to portions of the boat and attempting 
to climb back on board, Almost help 
less from liquor, the half drunken 
wretches were unable to swim in the 
chilling waters, and every one of them 
mniserably perished, Mr. Beausei was re 
leased by his victorious slaves and pro 
ceeded on his way rejoicing; but, after 
selling out bis cargo and disposing of 
his boat, he abandoned river trading and 
settled down on a plantation in Louisi 
ana, He gave Centar his freedom for 
the valuable services rendered in rescu 
Sng him fron) tho robbers, but the brave 
hexro Would not leave his master and 
remained with him as overseer of bis 
Plantation,’’—Cincinnati Wnquirer.

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THE CHARTER HEARING. 

The Committee on Cities of the 
Legislature gave a hearing last Wednes- 
day on a petition for the amendment of 
our city charter. Mayor Allen, Judge 
Jobuson and Capt. KE. B. Wyer spoke in 
behalf of the amendments. J. H 
Murphy, Esq. represented the other 
side. He putin no evidence on the 
yeound that such changes had been 
nade in the original draft that he was 
tuken by surprise and found himesel! 
unable to meet them, 

At this stage the Chairman of the 
Committee asked Mayor Allen which 
course he would prefter—to have them 
report leave to withdraw, or referred 
to next Legislature? ‘This was a stun- 
ner, and the Mayor didn’t know which 


he would like best—either was bad 
enough. 


The upshot was this: if the Mayor 
and Lawyer Murphy could agree on a 
charter by 10 o'clock next Monday the 
Committee would receive it, otherwise 
nothing more would be dove. Which 
probably ends the matter for the present 
at least.

ner by the same Committee at the same 
time. 

The Committee, being composed of 
intelligent, honest and right thinking 
men, could not have done otherwise 
than deny the prayer of the small min- 
ority of voters in this city who asked 
for the Commission, and in disposing 
of the matter in the way they did justice 
was done to this community. It may 
not be amiss to state here that the 
Committee is made up entirely of Re- 
publicans with « single exception. 

Probably the action of the Committee 
in referring the question to the next 
Legislature killed it.

Record the WoBuRN JOURNAL says: 

‘It is generally believed that the 
applicants for licenses in 1894 were most 
unmercifully squeezed and it was to 
this that Mr. Corcoran alluded. But 
all that is ‘‘ancient history’? now, and 
we fail to discover and profit that can 
accrue from resurrecting the old story.” 

It has been generally supposed that

This is now hung up in the National 
museum. On one side it shows the out- 
side of the creature and from the other 
side the inside. It was a clergyman 
who on a certain occasion not long ago 
was steering some members of his flock 
through the building, and, pausing in 
front of the whale, remarked, pointing 
to the capacious interior of the great 
marine mammal: 

‘*You see, my dear friends, that there 
was plenty of room for Jonah!’’ 

In such ways the Smithsonian insti- 
tution has collected molds and made 
casts of a great variety of animals, of- 

; ten sending long distances to get them. 
Of reptiles alone it bas secured several 
hundreds, each representing a typical 
species, While the fishes run up to 1,200 
and upward. From each plaster mold 
about 50 casts may be made, if de- 
sired. This facility of multiplication 
is utilized to a considerable extent in 
another branch of the work not re- 
lating to animals atall. To schools and 
to museums all over the world the 
Smithsonian institution sends sets of 
typical aboriginal implements of Amer- 
ica, These are valuable for purposes of 
study. A mold from an actual stone ax 
will furnish 50 facsimiles, which only 
have to bo painted in order to look ex- 
actly like the original. If more are 
wanted, another mold is easily made.

It is the same way with reptiles of 
other kinds, Thore are ever 60 many 
queer species of lizards in this country, 
particularly in the western deserts, The 
horned toad is one of these, not being in 
reality a toad at all, though it looks 
like one, There sre the edible lizards 
of Death valley and others which are 
able to outrun the fastest race horse 
Sach creatures as these are easily mold- 
ed, every scale in their armor being ro- 
produced with wonderful gaccuracy of 
detail, With land mammals it is differ- 
ent, for 4 cast of a creature with a fur 
coat can hardly be made to look like 
life. Novertholoss Dr, Palmer's collec: 
tion includes casts of portions of many 
land mammals, For example, banging 
op the wall of his studio in the rear of 
the Smithsonian institution is a plaster 
head of a tapir, taken direct from the 
animal, When ho has occasion to stuff 
a tapir, he will not bo obliged to guess 
at the measurements of that part of the 
beast, Close by is a cast from tho head 
of a sea lion that was killed in the Pa 
ciflo, Auother cast is from the tongue 
of a bear. Some day the taxidermist 
will desire to set up a staffed bear with 
its mouth open, und there will be a 
tongue ready, Thero is also a calf's head 
whioh is very lifelike, though it would 
not make good soup. — Washington Star.

THE PYRAMIDS OF EGYPT. 


How Were They Reared and How Was 
the Material Gathored? 

Tho pyramids of Egypt, for long and 

to this day included among the world's 
wonders, are to bo regarded as marvel- 
ous triumphs of mechanical skill. Of 
those there are many scattered over the 
Nile valley, somo of brick, some of stone 
and of varied height. The two largest 
are in the noighborhood of Cairo. They 
are and have been for thousands of 
years the most colossal monuments fn 
tho world. 
Tho largest, that of Cheops, in its 
original state is said to have been 800 
feet high and the length of its base on 
each side the samo, It is built of huge 
stones ranging from 2 to 4 feet in 
height. Itis now rugged and has tho 
character as well as the appearance of a 
four sided groatstairway. Tho hollows 
between the steps are believed to have 
been filled in with white marble, which 
would shine like snow under the bright 
Egyptian sun. The pyramid is now 
much reduced in height, not being moro 
than 500 fect. It is generally admitted 
that the pyramids were built for tombs 
and on certain astronomical principles. 
There is an inner chamber where the 
sarcophagus was placed. When a mon- 
arch began to reign, he commenced to 
build his tomb. When he died, his body 
was placed in the sacred chamber pre- 
pared for it, and the opening which led 
to it was closed. The pyramid was 
then completed. If the monarch’s reign 
was long, the pyramid was large. If 
short, the pyramid was small. 
How those great structures were 
reared—how the huge masses were 
brought together and putin their places 
—is a question which has never been 
satisfactorily answered. Of mechunical 
forces some of the early peoples seem to 
have had much more knowledge than 
there is any direct record of. —Chicago 
Record.

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AN OLD PRUSSIAN DISH. 


“Beerfish” In Alleged to Be Good When 
It Is Served Steaming Hot, 
There is a dish dear to every Prus- 
sian’s heart, which may be, however, 
absolutely new in this country, All 
Germans may not know it, as it is not 
made in south Germany except in iso- 
lated cases. Beer is not its chief ingre- 
dient, but it plays an important part in 
the makeup. 
The dish is known as beerfish, and 
the German carp, praised of epicures, is 
| herein treated in a manner worthy of 
the fish. It must be made with half 
beer, or, in the absence of this, with 
| weiss beer and porter. The fish is cut, 
| not in half, like a shad, but in sections 
or squares. Three or four cuts across 
the fish are all that is necessary. Of 
|} course the fish must be cleaned. 
A large glazed pot is used. A layer of 
large onions is placed on the bottom of 
the pot. On this are sprinkled various 
spices; then a layer of a substance call- 
ed fish pfefferkuchen, which has more 
or less fish substance in it and can be 
procured st asy German grocery or deli- 
catessen stores; then a layer of sliced 
lemon; then carp, This isrepeated until 
the pot is full. 
A layer of onions is placed on top and 
beer is poured into the whole mass until 
all the interstices aro filled. It is cook- 
ed for 20 minutes over a slow fire, mean- 
time adding a spoonful of vinegar and 
another of sugar. Beerfish is delicious 
when it is cooked and served steaming 
hot. But its good qualities do not end 
here, for after it is cold it offers allure- 
ments which make it hard to decide 
which way it tastes better, hot or cold. 
—Philadelphia Times,

England and France,

Estimates nade by careful econ 
omists, Who come pretty near agree 
ment among themselves, put the valu 
ation of Great Pritain about nine years

This would 
afford a per capita valuation of $1,888 
for Great Britain and $1,081 for France, 
making the valuation for a family of 
five $6,690 in Great Britain $5,405 in 
France. The figures of France are 
placed higher by some authors, and the 
total in both countries includes careful 
estimates of the large holdings of for- 
6ign securities, some of them covering 
property located in the United States. 

The great holdings of foreign securi- 
ties, estimated to amount in Great Brit- 
ain to about $8, 000,000,000, explain to 
a large extent the adverso balance of 
foreign trade constantly shown by the 
British statistics. Great Britain would 
long ago have been denuded of her gold 
and become bankrupt if the excess of im- 
ports over exports shown by her trade 
Statistics were a true measure of her 
financial condition. The fact that about 
$400,000,000 is duo her annually in 
interest charges upon British capital 
placed abroad explains how she can af- 
ford to import several hundred million 
pounds sterling of foreign merchandise 
in excess of the domestic merchandise 
which she exports. Franco is estimated | 
to hold $4, 000, 000, 000 of foreign securi- 
ties, largely Italian and Spanish, and 
she also has been able to show a large 
balance of imports of merchandise over 
exports during the last two decades, 
while piling up in the vaults of the Bank

the loss of valuable time. If, according 
to President Converse’s ruling on Mr. 
Breslin’s motion, the Commissioners 
have no alternative but must give the 
work to contractors, as that phrase is 
generally understood, then there must 
be considerable delay after the money 
order is passed in getting ready for the 
laborers. © Hence the call for haste on 
the part of the Council. 

The Sewerage Commissioners con- 
tracted last September before the pipe 
combination was formed for 13 miles 
of pipe with Portland manufacturers at 
very favorable figures, some of which 
has arrived in this city and is being 
taken care of by Maj. H. C. Hall at 
the Simends grounds and buiidings on 
Main street. It is from 6 to 15 inches 
in diameter, of excellent quality, and 
delivered subject to test. 

They have contracted for cement at 
95 cents which Major Hall says was 
selling tor $1.07 last summer. It is of 
the best quality and warranted. 

‘No bargain has veen closed for bricks, 
but-the Board are considering some 
favorable figures from Mr. Clarence 
Littlefield, as well as bids from other 
parties. ‘Che above material was, as 
we understand it, bought with money 
appropriated by the city government 
last year. It was judiciously used. 

A large amount of material baving 
been provided for the only obstacle to an 
early beginning of work on the sewers 
is-the «want of money which ought to be 
assured by prompt action on the part ol!

A THRILLING ADVENTURE IN THE BIG 
HORN MOUNTAINS.

A Hunter Held Over a Bottomless Canyou 
by His Horse's Bridle Rein—The Mys- 
tery of Two Rifle Shots Explained—How 
Lee Cleared the Path. 


During the fall of 1877, justafter th 
expedition which had resulted in the 
running down and capturing of Chie! 
Joseph and his band of warriors, my 
troop was detached to make a_ scout 
from Camp Brown down through thi 
Rattlesnake range to the Platte river 
and from there to the Yellowstone by 
way of the Goose Creek trail. 

When we camped ou Clear creek, : 
comrade named Leo and Tf started of 
for a day’s hunting among the big! 
peaks of the Big Horn mountains, ex 
pecting to get a few sheep. Lee was : 
man of extraordinary strength and wa: 
noted in the regiment for his feats oi 
muscular ability. 

We ascended the mountain by a dee: 
trail, Lee riding {n advance. The trai! 
led up a ‘‘hogback’’ until it ran out 
against the side of the mountain, when 
we had to pick our way over the side 
hill until we struck another trail wind 
ing in azigzag manner toward the sum 
mit. Wedismounted and led our horses, 
for the trail ran dangerously close to the 
edge of a cliff that formed one side of 
an immense canyon, whose depth we 
could only guess. Narrower and nar- 
rower grew the trail as we advanced 
until it seemed to terminate at a point 
only a short distance in front of us. We 
moved forward cautiously, for on one 
side the mountain appeared to rise from 
under our very feet into a wall of solid 
rock, On the other side we looked into 
the depths of the great canyon, which 
would prove an eternal grave to either 
of us should he lose his footing and top 
ple into it. 

The apparent termination of the 
trail was due to acurve at that point, 
to round which required steady nerves. 
We passed it safely, but had not gone 
20 yards when both horses bent their 
ears forward, snorted and showed eyi 
dences of the greatest terror. Before I 
could ascertain the cause of it, being in 
rear of Lee's horse and unable to see 
beyond it, a shot was fired that awoke 
ten thousand echoes. 

What followed the sound of the shot 
happened so quickly that I did not re- 
alize danger until I found myself hang- 
ing between life and death. My horse, 
unable to see what was in the path 
ahead of us, but whose instinct warned 
him of the presence of some dreaded 
wild beast, had stopped in terror, and, 
when the shot was fired, suddenly threw 
up his head and began backing. I had 
pulled the reins over his head when ] | 
dismounted and held them in my right | 
hand, to which fact I owed my escapi 
from instant death. The rapid back 
ward movement of the horse and the 
sudden tossing of his head threw me off 
my balance, and before I could recover 
I was falling over the cliff. 

Instinctively I tightened my hold ov 
the reins and endeavored to grasp the 
edge of the cliff with my left hand as ] 
was rolling over. I did succeed in check 
ing the shock @f my fall somewhat, but 
could not secure a hold sufficient to sus 
tain my weight. Tor a moment I hung | 

suspended over the terrible abyss, my 
whole weight resting upon my right 
arm. Quick as a flush I grasped the 
reins with my left also, and there J 
hung, expecting death every instant 
for I knew that my horse would not | 
stand long in the position he then held. | 

I could see him standing above me 
and the beauty of his pose and the rig 
idity of his position, as he stood braced 
against the weight dangling at the end 
of his bridle rein, made an impression 
upon my memory that will never bi 
eradicated, 

Tasked myself how much longer it 
was possible to hang by so frail a sup 
port as abit of leather, The grip of my 
hands was so tight that my finger ends 
were tingling and burning as though 
touched with a hot iron, 

Suddenly another shot rang out, 
awakening a myriad of echoes that 
seemed to mock me with shrill laughter 
Again that backward movement of my 
horse, and as [ felt the reins drag along 
the edge of the precipice I thought | 
must surely let go and fall. Strang: 
thoughts began to flash through iy 
brain, mental pictures of loved one 
long since dead appeared to whisper 
prayers for me, there was singing in my 
oars, and I realized that my strengt) 
was giving out. 

Just then I heard my namo spoken 
At first I thought it was but the voi 
of one of tho visions my excited brain 
had conjured up. Butno; there it sound 
ed again, It was Leo's voice, calm, co! 
lected and inspiring. He was whisper 
ing words of caution, 

Opening my eyes, I saw his face abov:

WHY THE MAMMOTHS FROZE. | 


Howorth'’s Theory With Regard to the 
Remains Found In Siberia, 
In Howorth’s book, entitled ‘*The 


Mammoth and the Flood,’’ the author 
advances a unique theory with regard | 
to tho remains of the mammoth, or hairy | 
elephant, which is found in such im- 
mense numbers in Siberia, These crea- 
tures were so plentiful at one time in 
that country that ivory hunters found it 
more profitable to go there in search of 
that valuable article than to South Af 
rica, Where elephants are supposed to be 
fs numerous as boodlers in New York 
city. Howorth says that they are inva- 
riably found under conditions whigh 
make it certain that they could not have 
lived unless the surroundings and cli 
mate had been entirely different from 
those oxisting at present. Tho remains 
of plants upon which they fed and the 
southern contemporary shells which are 
also frequently found with the remains 
point to a sudden and wonderful change 
of eliynatic conditions. 

If Professor Howorth's argument is 
to be given any weight, the Siberian 
plateau is one of the most recent fea 
tures in the known physical geography 
of the world. He figures that the pla 
tean was suddenly raised to its present 
height, aud that, prior to its sudden cle
